VERDICT OF GUILTY 
FOR CAPT. RINTELEN 


Kaiser’s Naval Officer Con- 
victed Along With Lamar 
and Martin—Mistrial for 

Four Others Accused. 


New York, May 20.—Captain Franz 
Rintelen, of the German navy; David 
Lamar and Henry B. Martin were found 
guilty here tonight by a jury in the 
federal cout on charges of having con- 
spired in 1915 to disrupt the munitions 
traffic between this country and the 
entente allies. The jury disagreed as

Prince Lvoff, after declaring that the 
nation had been brought to the edge of 
an abyss, said:

Rus- 
sia cannot hand down to future genera- 
tions a dishonored reputation. 
Russian Armies Must Fight. 

“The existing armistice at the front, 
which gave the German chancellor a 
pretext to formulate his idea of a sep- 
arate peace, dishonorable to Russia, 
must cease. The country must speak 
its imperious word and send its army 
out to fight.” * 

M. Tereschentenko, in his statement 
of the policy of free Russia as outlined 
in the declaration of the provisional 
government, strongly emphasized the 
need of an indissoluble;union with the

Sinking of Three Grain 
S-hips by Submarines 
Arouses Great Indigna- 
tion—Germany Loses 
Swedish Sympathy. 


Stockholm, May 20.—(Via London.)— 
News that the Swedish steamers Ves- 
terland, Aspen and Viken, laden with 
grain from England, had been sunk 
by German submarines was received 
here late last night and caused much 
indignation. 

The arrival of the steamships, which 
were released under the recent recipro- 
cal agreement freeing the entente al- 
lies’ tonnage in the Bothnian gulf, had 
been eagerly awaited. 

Former Minister of Marine Bostroem 
was the chief owner of the Vesterland, 
while the Traris-Atlantic Company of 
Gothenburg owned the Aspen and 
Viken. 

The message which told of the sink- 
ing said’ that eight members of the 
crew of the Viken and two of the men 


aboard the Vesterland had been lost. 

Newspapers of all shades of opinion 
were united today in voicing indigna- 
tion at the torpedoing of the steam- 
ers.

‘In the area north of Gorizia our 
troops yesterday extended their posi- 
tions on Hill 652 on the Vodice. Dense 
masses of the enemy, preceded by a 
heavy barrage fire, counter-attacked in 
an attempt to stop our progress, but 
each time was driven back with heavy 
loss. . 

“In the evening the enemy withdrew 
his infantry and ‘concentrated a strong 
artillery fire on ‘the lost positions. 
These we firmly maintained. 

“We captured two 4-inch guns, two 
6-inch mortars, trench mortars and ma- 
chine guns, and a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition. 

„In the area east of Gorizia our 
troops broke into the enemy's line and 
took some prisoners. During the day 
we captured 254 prisoners, including 
four officers. 

‘On the Trentino front the enemy 
attempted a diversion by a heavy bom- 
bardment and by local infantry attacks 
without success.

“Aviation: After a fierce combat with 
a German albatross, one of our machines 
fell in the region west of Dvinsk. The 
machine was burned.

Washington, May 20.— Means by which 
railroad executives will help the war 
department organize the nine regiments 
of railway engineers to be raised for 
immediate service in French lines were 
announced tonight by Fairfax Harrison, 
chairman of the American Railway as- 
sociation’s war board. 

A committee of six railway heads has 
been named to co-operate With army 
officers and all executives have been 
urgd to release certain of their highly- 
trained employees for the army and to 
give immediate attention to the regi- 
ments’ organization. The committee 
follows: + 

W. W. Atterbury, vice president, Penn- 
sn will co-operate with lonel 

D. Dealyne at Philadelphia; J. H. 
Hustis, receiver, Boston and Maine, with 
Major W. P. Wooten at Boston; B. F. 
Bush, receiver, Missouri Pacific, with 
Colonel C. M. Townsend at St. Louis; 
William Sproule, president, Southern Pa- 
cific, with Colonel J. P. Cavanaugh at 
San Francisco; H. W. Miller, resident 
executive officer, Sout n railway, with 
Major J. S. Sewell, at“ Atlanta, and L. 
F. ree, president, Delaware and Hud- 
son, with Colonel C. H. McKinstry at 
New York. 

“The French railways are badly run 
down,” says the war board’s appeal to 
railway executives. “They need moro 
or less complete rehabilitation. France 
has no men who can ‘be spared for this 
work. She wants all her men at the 
front. 

“Before we can train men to go into 
the trenches we can supply France’s 
railroad wants and we can do it prac- 
tically immediately. Any men we send 
over must be soldiers, so it will be nec- 
essary for the railroad forces to enter 
the army. 

“We propose to make up five con- 
struction regiments of six companies 
each to do this rehabilitation. Bach 
regiment will have an engineer officer 
of the United States army as colonel 
and another officer. from the army as 
adjutant. The other officers will be 
made up of railroad men, except that 
the commissary will be provided by 
the United States army. he lieuten- 
ant colonel will be a chief engineer of 
a railroad or some one else of similar 
experience. The captains will be taken 
from the engineers of maintenance of 
way, the Heutenants from supervisory 
or roadmasters and the non-commission- 
ed officers from track and bridge fore- 
men. The privates will be track la- 
borers. ’ 

“The next important requirement on 
the French railways is for shop forces. 
They are short of men to repair their 
locomotives. It is proposed to organize

German Firm in New 
York Gave $100,000 to 
Foment Revolution. 


Ban Jose, Costa Rica, May 20.—A far- 
reaching plot to overthrow the present 
government of Costa Rica, of which 
President Federico Tinoco is the head, 
has been uncovered by the authorities. 
The former president, Alfredo Gonzales, 
who was deposed last January, other 
officials of the former government and 
Germans resident here and in the United 
States are alleged to be implicated. A 
German firm in New York is declared to 
have furnished $100,000 for the organi- 
gation of a revolutfonary movement. 

The brothers of the ex-president made 
an attempt to leave Costa Rica but were 


prevented by the authorities, and the 


parents and sisters of Gonzales, who 
were granted permission to leave the 
country, took refuge in the American 


legation, where they still are, in spite 


of the fact that their safety has been 


guaranteed. 

Recently Germans resident here have 
been showing marked activity. Three 
wireless stations have been ‘discovered 
at Heredia, the home city of Gonzales, 
one of the plants, connected with the 
city electric plant, being very powerful.

It is point- 
ed out that any German peace offer 
would be expected to demand at least 
some expansion for Buigaria, and re- 
tention of enough of the conquered 
Balkan territory to insure the route to 
Constantinople. That it is the inten- 
tion to bring Austria-Hungary, Bulga- 
ria and Turkey into a customs union, 
Germanizing. their industries and to 
surround the. whole economic entity 
thus established with a formidable 
tariff wall has been made clear by the 
declarations of Friedrich Naumann and 
other exponents of an economic Mittel 
Europa. 

Some influential men of this group 
even have suggested that Germany go 
so far immediately as to establish a 
joint chancellory for Germany, Aus- 
tria and Hungary to conduct foreign af- 
fairs. 

Peril of Premature Peace. 

All of this is taken as revealing the 
peril of a premature peace which should 
leave the German southeastern domains 
unbroken. It is regardéd as giving a 
sinister color to recent movements for 
a separate peace for Austria-Hungary 
or Bulgaria, in the region where Ger- 
man conquest is most safe; 
eagerness with which German feaders 
have taken up the cry of,“no annexa- 
tions“ so far as the great northern 
powers are concerned; to the German 
chancellor’s recent reichstag speech in- 
dicating that the government was not 
yet ready to renounce its territorial 
gains in France, Belgium and Russia, 
‘while all other matters are left in 
suspense.” Any renunciation of terri- 
tory, it is expected, would exclude Po- 
land, which would be made a “free 
state under the German plan, but would 
remain wholly under German domina- 
tion. 

American officials have made it elear 
that in co- operating with the allies the 
United States was not entering a bind- 
ing alliance to accomplish definite and 
detailed territorial aims; but there is 
every evidence that' the government un- 
derstands in concrete form the crucial 
southeastern element of the situation 
and realizes the enormity of the 
struggle that must be won “to make 
the world safe for democracy.”

| ‘AS PRESIDENT OF CUBA 


Havana, May 20.—General Menario G. 
Menocaj took the oath of office for his 
second term as president of Cuba today 

in the presence of the cabinet minis- 
‘ters, the supreme court justices, mem- 
| bers of the diplomatic corps, senators, 
| congressmen and representatives of the 
various organisations. Many liberals 
were present and a complete spirit of 


| cordiality was shown. 


The president made no inaugural 
speech. After the usual responses he 
turned to the audience, saying: 

“Gentlemen, I have taken possession 
of the presidency of the republic.” 

General Menocal then appeared on 
the balcony. He was enthusiastically 
cheered by an 
Plaza de Armas, where a battery of 21 
guns was fired in a salute which was 
answered by the guns of Fort Cabanas. 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies 
the president issued a proclamation in 
whieh, after referring to the almost 
complete suppression of the revolution, 
he declared: 

“The hour has arrived for halting the 
routine and administrative inertia 
which deprived the ion in a great 
crisis of the abundant Means it has the 
right and duty to utilize. The honor 
and fulfillment of obligations, contract- 
ed voluntarily before the world, impose 
of necessity the sacrifice 6f secondary 
questions which divide the nation to 
the great object of common defense.” 

Continuing, the president said: 

“Cuba should dedicate all her energies 
to the defense of the ideals of democracy 
and international justice and liberty of 
the seas in which, as a commercial na- 
tion, she so greatly is interested.” 

He asserted that “even without these 
motives it would be sufficient that the 
United States, to which Cuba is bound 
by solemn treaties and moral and ma- 
terial ties which make for the solidar.- 
ity of nations, has had to declare war 
against Germany irresistibly to impel 
Cuba to place herself without hesita 
tion at the side of the United States in 
the great conflict.”

THE NEGRO MIGRATION. 


It must be sdmitted that there is going 
en an alarming migration of the negroes 
from the south to the north. 

By “alarming” we mean to say that if it 
is continued at its present rate for any ex- 
‘tended length of time, it is going to seri- 
ously affect labor conditions in the south. 

The problem has already grown to nation- 
wide importance and is everywhere being 
discussed. 

Undoubtedly there is some underlying 
cause. 

It will not do for us to perform the ostrich 
act—bury our head in the sand and imagine 
therefore that the problem does not exist; 
because it does exist. And the best thing for 
the south to do is to realize that fact and 
address its attention to the best means of 
supplying the remedy. 

In this conne:tion The Constitution pre- 
sents elsewhere two interesting communica- 


-tlons—one from Professor James H. Dillard, 


an eminent southern educator, who is now 
making an investigation of this question by 
direction of the secretary of labor, and the 
other from H. A. Rucker, formerly a slave, 
later collector of internal revenue for this 
district, and always recognized as a con- 
servative factor in his race. 


He is a member of the negro race who 


has not allowed himself to be misled by 
political animus, and whose conduct always 
has been tempered by an earnest and sincere 
desire to bring about a better understanding 
between the two races in the south. 

In making a study of this negro-exodus 
question and trying to find the cause and the 
solution of it he has collated in terse ex- 
pressions what others tell him as being their 
experience and observation, and he presents 
this as one side of the question. 

He admits that his presentation is solely 
from one viewpoint, and that there are two 
sides of every question. 

Some of the statements sent to Rucker 


unquestionably are extreme, and he recog- 


nises that fact. But there is in them un- 
doubtedly at least enough to furnish basis 
for thought that may ultimately lead to a 
satisfactory solution of the problem.

IHE PISTOL ABOMINATION 


J. Kelly Simmons, editor of The Telfair 
Enterprise, who is engaged in a campaign 
looking to the enactment of a law placing 
the hip-pocket gun under the ban in Geor- 
gia, in a letter to The Constitution says that 
of the many country dwellers, white folk 
and negroes, who throng the streets of the 
average small Georgia town, nearly every 
Saturday, “most of them, whites and blacks, 
carry pistols.” 

“They think they are not properly 
dressed,” he goes on to say, “if they haven't 
a large pistol to stick in their hip pockets. 
Living in a community like Atlanta, I am 
sure that you are not in position to see the 
danger of the pistol like we people who live 
in the small country towns where we come 
in contact with the country people, who are 
the greatest offenders.” 7 

It may be so, but even in Atlanta, where 
the community is well protected by an alert 
police department, homicides and gun plays 
are altogether too frequent, none of which 
would have taken place had not the slayer 
or would-be slayer been armed with a gun 
which he had no right to be carrying. If 
the conditions in this respect are worse 
among the country dwellers, then there is 
all the more need for just such legislation as 
Mr. Simmons, and every other law-abiding, 
moral citizen of Georgia demands. 

The way matters stand now almost any ir 
responsible negro or white man—even a boy 
—is privileged to select a revolver or pistol 
from the well-supplied show-case of almost 
any pawnbroker or second-rate hardware 
shop, buy it and carry it. And immediately 
the transaction is made and the pistol is 
put in its owner’s pocket, that man becomes 
a potential criminal and a menace to the 
community. 

True, there is now on the statute books a 
law intended to act as a deterrent to the 
habit of pistol-toting. It provides that no 
man shall be permitted to carry a pisto? on 
his person unless he shall first have procured 
a license. But that provision is so easily 
evaded that the law is a farce, and, for all | 
the good it does, might as well never have 
been enacted. 

It is not only the men of a low order of 
intelligence who carry pistols, but the prac- 
tice is more or less general among the better 
class of people, as police records show. Of 
this phase of the question Mr. Simmons 
says: : 
The carrying of pistols is not confined 

to the ignorant class, however. One of 
our county school teachers killed one of 
his trustees here in the courthouse a few 
weeks ago, and at his trial he stated he 
had carried a pistol regularly for years. 

Only last week I came into my office 
from out on the street just in time to see 
a student of our local college take a pis- 
tol from one of my bookcases, where he 
had it in hiding, and place it in his pock- 
et. The boy is of good parentage, and is 
in the sophomore class. He is about that 
age to draw it and possibly use it for 
some imaginary wrong. 

No longer ago than Monday of this 
week one of the most responsible men 
in Telfair county related tbat he had 
heard, on good authority, that two young 
men were looking for another man last 
Sunday, each of the boys with a large 
pistol buckled to his side. They both 
have one of our 60-cent licenses, but pray 
tell us what good that 60-cent license 
would have done the man they were 
looking for had they found him? 

The carrying of pistols is a relic of the 
days of buccaneers and outlawry, and it is a 
practice which has no place and should find 
no countenance in a civilized, law-respecting 
community. It has been outlawed and vir- 
tually done away with in every section of 
the country except the south. Even in the 
once “wild and woolly west” it is strictly 
taboo under the law, and the law is enforced 
with vigor. 

It seems that the deadly hip-pocket pistol 
is to make its last stand in the south. 

It is time for Georgia to get abreast of 
the times, and shut out the pistol from the 
hip pocket. 


If you can’t get into the national guard 


you’re too old or otherwise unfit, try the 
home garden!

and hogs. 

The urgency of the case cannot be stress- 
ed too greatly. The war situation is such as 
to indicate a long and desperate struggle 
which will tax our resources to the utmost 
as to men, money and supplies. 

Under these circumstances it becomes a 
necessity for farmers to make the production 
of food crops the paramount issue. Cotton, 
tebacco, hemp, flax and such crops, while 
of great use and necessity, must drop to 
second place, and every possible extra foot 
of ground which can be planted and tilled 
must be planted in those things which will 
maintain life, if we are to escape disaster, 
No one need worry about overproduction. 
If we could double every crop in the south 
over last year’s production it would be 
greedily taken at remunerative prices, and, 
as that is impossible, it is certain that what 
we do grow will command excellent prices. 

It is, of cOUrse, greatly to be deplored 
that the farmers could not get an inning 
without the disaster of a world war, and, 
now that the war is upon us, it will depend 
on the farmers whether we win, or lose. 
The strain upon their powers of ‘production 
will be something terrific, and, from all 
present indications, will last for some time. 
The farmers have always beén the founda- 
tion upon which society has built, and the 
neglect of the farmers’ interest on the part 
of society in general is now coming home 
to us in a most distressing way. That the 


farmers will respond to what has now be- 
come a patriotic duty, to the extent of their 


‘| resources, cannot be doubted, and that their 


resources are, not greater cannot. be justly 
laid at their door.

FROM THE SOUTH? 


* 

Professor James H. Dillard, after spending 
several days in Atlanta, left yesterday for 
his home in Charlottesville, Vai where he 
goes to prepare a report for Secretaty of 
Labor Wilson, of the cabinet, as the result 
of a special advisory investigation being 
made by him under direction of the secre- 
tary of labor, of the negro exodus from the 
south. | 

Professor Dillard is a graduate of Wash- 
ington and Lee university of Virginia, class 
77, being a native of that state. After 
serving in the faculty of Washington and 
Lee, he was for four years a member of the 
Washington university faculty, at St. Louis, 
and later became professor of Latin at and 
dean of the faculty of Tulane university of 
New Orleans, in which he served for eight- 
een years. He bears honorary degrees from 
Tulane, Sewanee and Washington and Lee 
universiti „ and is a director of the Slater 
fund and ‘president of Jeanes foundation, 

He has spent three weeks in the south 
making this advisory investigation for the 
department of labor which selected him for 
the purpose on account of his peculiar fit- 
ness for the work. 

The Constitution finding that he was in 
Atlanta asked for a statement from him 
concerning his work to which he replied: “I 
cannot, of course, give you anything like an 
outline of my report nor discuss it, but in 
a general way, I will give you the result 
of my observations.” 

Following is Professor Dillard’s state- 
ment on the subject: 


‘iditor Constitution: 1 in view 
of the war situation and e need. of food 
supplies, the secretary of labor, Mr. Wilson, 
and the assistant secretary, Mr. Post, are 
much interested in the conditions of labor 
the south. These conditions depend 
upon the migration of negroes from the sou 
to the nor and northwest. Three weeks 
ago I had two interviews with the secre- 
tary and since . — him I have been en- 
deavoring to ascertain the facts and causes 
in regard to this 3 and to get opin- 
ions of various people as to what re ies, 
if any, might be or should be adopted to 
check the movement. The Constitution has 
asked me to tell briefly the result of such 
findings and observations as I have been able 
to gather during the past three weeks in 
which I have been especially interested in 
the question. I have talked with a number 
of people, and I wrote letters to thirty-odd 
southern white men and to four southern ne- 
groes, all of whom replied promptly. 


As to the Facts. 


First, as to the facts: There is no doubt 
that in some sections the numbers of those 
that have left, or are still leaving, are 80 
large as to cause a serious lack of labor. It 
seems quite impossible to arrive at any de- 
gree of exactness as to the actual numbers 
that have gone from a state, or a section of 
a state, or from all the states during the 
past twelve months. Estimates vary for 
the total number from 120,000 to 600,000. I 
should say that the average of estimates is 
about 250,000. Yertainly the number is suf- 
ficiently large to constitute a most signifi- 
cant movement. 

Certain sections in each state seem to 
have been unaffected. For example, while 
many have left the southern part of Louisi- 
ana, practically none, so far as my informa- 
tion goes, have left the northern part. A 
manufacturer writing in regard to Alabama 
Says: “In the Birmingham and Chattanooga 
districts the exodus has made labor very 
short. At Bessemer we have lost some, 
but promptly replaced them by those com- 
ing in from the farms.” A Mississippian 
writes that “in the southern part of the state 
many acres of land will not be planted for 
lack of labor.” A letter from Georgia says, 
“A number have left southwestern Georgia 
from various localities, and still others are 
leaving, but they are so thick down here that 
we.cannot miss them unless we know them 
personally.” A state official writes that “In 
some sections of Virginia the shortage has 
been very marked and the exodus of negro 
laborers has been very considerable. It 
has been chiefly from. those communities 
8 ry poorest school facilities are to 

e found,” 


Not Confined to One Class. 


It seem evident that the exodus-is b 
no means confined to the poorer classes. 1 
is true that information comes from parts 
of Mississippi, Alabama and Georgia that ne- 
roes who left were, for. various reasons, 
n worse than usual conditions of poverty, 
or were in fear of worse conditions. A let- 
ter from Mississippi says: There was an 
almost complete failure in the cotton crop 
in this section last year. This put the ne- 
groes ‘in bad.’ It simply looked like starva- 
tion to them and they decided not to try it 
another year.” From the west-central 1 
of Alabama a large planter writes: Many 
negroes have left. They just had to leave; 
they had nothing to eat or wear. The 
hard part of the migration is that the young 
have gone; the old are left. Fortunately, 
however, most of the migrants send 
money.“ An intelligent colored man writes 
from Georgia: “I am stating the plain 
truth when I say that many negroes are now 
making barely enough to live on from day 
to day. There has been practically no in- 
crease of wages these two years.” et, 
While poverty is the condition of many who 
go, there is ample evidence that many who 
are relatively well off have gone. Three 
informants tell of negroes selling land in 
order to go, and others mention the fact 
that some who leave have two or three hun- 
dred dollars to take with them. A number 
of colored preachers testify that they have 
lost many of the best supporters of their 
churches. * 

A further fact would seem to be estab- 
lished from the letters which I have received, 
namely, that not a very args percentage 
of the migrants have been taken north, or 
induced to go, by labor agents. Certainly 
many have gone in this way, and there are 
known instances. of northern corporations 
e agents to engage large groups, but 
I should judge from the information thered 
3 form hardly a fourth of the whole 
numder. 


As to the Causes. 


As to the causes of the movement there 
is a very general agreement as to two: First, 
the lack of labor at the north, due to the 
stoppage of immigration from Europe, thus 
offering the chance of employment and at 
higher wages; second, the growing discon- 
tent of the negroes and the feeling that they 
have little or no chance of a square deal in 
the south, 

Other . incidental causes are sometimes 
mentioned, but practically all who have ex- 
pressed themselves on the subject agree on 
these two as the dominant, and one might 
say concurrent causes. There is consider- 
able disagreement as to which is the more 
potent. Perhaps the most informing and 
emphatic among the letters which I have re- 
ceived comes from a southern white man who, 
from interest in this question, addressed in- 

uiries to 7 number of leading negroes 

throughout the south. At the time of his 
writing he had received replies from thirty- 
two. “The consensus of opinion,” he says, 
“is that about 60 per cent of the migra- 
tion is due to economic causes with social 
and other causes as subsidiary inducements. 

few say that the migration is almost 
wholly economic. Two or three say that the 
economic situation has nothing to do with it. 
Some say they believe that the people ought 
to stay in the south, but that conditions must 
be changed if they do. Some say that they 
have been urging negroes to go north be- 
cause of lack of hope for better conditions 
in the south. In view of the fact that these 
men are leaders of the race, we must face 
squarely up to this issue.” : 

The most common specific grounds of com- 
plaint on the part of negroes, as given in 
most letters that have come to me, refer to 
poor school facilities and lack of. fairness 
and protection in the courts. ~ 

One investigator in Georgia writes: “In 
talking with men who have gone or who are 
planning to go north, I have been surprised 
to find that in 8 every case the question 
of better opportunities for their children hag 
featured largely in determining their course,’ 
The same writer says that “the fear of harsh 
treatment either from lawless mobs or by 
officers of the law has, been assigned as one 
of many causes of migration.” ; 
Similar quotations might be given from a 
number of letters. On the other hand, an- 
“My per- 
sonal view is that there is little or no rela- 
tion between lynching or the fear of it and 
the migration. I regard the matter as sim- 
ply a natural response to an economic de- 
mand.” Still another white Georgian enumer-

Rucker Gives Result of 
His Investigation of Exodus 


The following communication is sent to 
The Constitution by H. A. Rucker, formerly 
collector of internal revemues for Georgia, 
and a negro who, while having the full re- 


| spect of his own race, has always been held 


In high regard by the white race in that his 
influence has always been for the establish- 
ment of friendly relations between the races. 
In handing this communication to The Con- 


stitution the author said: 


J have made innumerable inquiries as to 
the negro exodus, and these answers are 
given just as they come to me. I am aware 
of the fact that this is only one side of the 
question, but it is at least that, and as such 
is worth consideration, for the problem con- 
fronting all of us now is a very serious one.“ 

The communication follows: 

Editor Constitution: I have been quietly 
investigating to find the cause of so much 
unrest just now manifest among my people; 
why so many of them have left the south, 
and multitudes of others are making haste 
to get away. My inquiry has extended to 
many of those alréady gone as well as to 
those making ready to leave the south, which 
they “so much prefer and reluctantly leave” 
to take p home among strangers. And these 
are the uniform reasons given: 

“Wages only about half sufficient to care 
for the earner, to say nothing of his or her 
dependents. 

“Grudging provision in city and espe- 
cially in country made for the education of 
their children. 

“Driven away from crops and homes, and 
too often lynched, or in other ways mal- 
treated, both in town and in country. 

“Always prejudged, and that guilty, by 
press and public opinion in automobile or 
other accidents where injury results to a 
white person, and whenever there is mis- 
understanding or friction with a white per- 


son, the negro is invariably at fault. 


“Taxed, and yet segregated and legislated 
out of all the rights of free citizens. 
“Criticised, almost invariably, with sel- 
dom a word of commendation. 
“Payment of less wages than they can get 
elsewhere. 
abused and unnecessarily har- 
public conveyances, and by too 
authority to enforce law and 


years ago when the suffrage or 
disfranchisement act was before the legis- 
lature, I, with a committee of our citizens, 
appeared before the legislative committee to 
oppose the passage of the bill. I told the 
committee the bill was unnecessary, a piece 
of useless legislation, intended, as I saw, to 
impose additional humiliation upon an al- 
ready overburdened people, that we were be- 
fore them as much because of our interest in 
the state as for any other purpose. I knew my 
people desired to remain here and continue 
most friendly relations, but that many, on 
account of such legislation, as the bill then 
being considered, had left the state and gone 
north, east and west, and that if the bill 
became a law some of those to whom I was 
speaking would live to see the day when 
there would be a regular exodus of my peo- 
ple from this state. 

Much of the trouble, as I see it, has been 
that the race questions’ or problems have 
been settled or adjusted in boards, clubs, 
circles and associations without the pres- 
ence, ald or advice of the people so mate- 
rially affected. The methods have been re- 
grettably lacking in foresight and are now 
proving as ineffective as staging the play 
of Hamlet with the Dane omitted. 

The race is seeking better pay and bet- 
ter treatment. Encourage it, and its mem- 
bers will not leave the south for any sec- 
tion of the known world.

ed Sum for Work Among 
Soldiers of the South- 
east. | 


Macon, Ga., May 20.—In an all-day 
conference here today of international, 
state and local Y. M. C. A. officials and 
laymen, definite plans for the big war 
council work which now confronts the 
North American association were made. 


Following a morning session in which 
the work was outlined and an afternoon 
executive session, the delegates decided 
to pledge $133,009 for the work amomg 
the soldiers of the southeast... 

Among those attending the meeting 
were S. A. Ackley, executive secretar 
for the work in the southeast; M. : 
Lee, associate in the work on the Mex- 
jean border, and in the southeast; W. 
Woods White, of Atlanta, chairman of 
the state committee, and . M. C. A. 
leaders from Augusta, Savannah, Colum- 
bus, Waycross, Athens and Americus. 

The meeting. adjourned at 8 o’clock 
tonight and ips leaders will return to 
their associaffons to carry out the plans 
made here. 

The association plans to work among 
100,000 troops, the number that the . 
M. C. A. leaders estimate will be mob- 
bilized in Georgia. 

The auditorium of the Y. M. C. A. 
building was taxed to its capacity. 
Mesars. Ackley and Lee outlined the 
opportunity the associations and the 
Churches through the associations have 
in the conservation of better elements 
in the armies of the country. The ex- 
perience recounted by Chaplain Smith, 
of the Fifth Georgia regiment, were 
also an interesting feature of the ses- 


Mr. Ackley emphasized the size of 
the job ahead and told what it would 
mean to the country if the best people 
would get behind the project. He told 
of the conference between John R. 
Mott and President Wilson and of the 
welcome given the Y. M. C. A. into the

“As a result of the conferences with 
Mr. Mott,“ said Mr. Ackley, “the gov- 
ernment has surrounded the mobiliza- 
tion camps with moral zone which 
will, to a certain extent, eliminate some 
of the vices to which soldiers are ex- 
posed.”

On May 26, in Macon, Ga., will take 
place a state-wide patriotic meeting

and food conference, to which many 


prominent white and colored men of 
the state will be present. Governor 
Nat E. Harris has not only sanctioned 
and authorized the meeting, but him- 
self will attend. Governor Harris sent 
a telegram to Professor R. R. Wright, 
of the Georgia State Industrial college, 
Savannah, indorsing the plane, and 
promises to help in any way he can in 
creating enthusiasm among the ne- 
groes of Georgia for the food confer- 
ence. 

The appeal of President Wilson to 
bravely espouse the country’s cause in 
this “grim and terrfble war for democ- 
racy and human rights,” has touched 
none more thoroughly than.the negro. 
Everywhere, since the declaration of 
war, enthusiastic loyalty of the negro 
has been evidenced, and the colored 
people seem willing and ready to take 
up arms whenever needed. 

A few days ago the state council of 
defense unanimously indorsed this plan 
to hold the Macon meeting, the purpose 
of which is to discuss all questions re- 
lating to the part the negroes should 
take in the present struggle and urge 
upon them the importance of raising 
food products as a means of helping 
the country. 

Professor Wright has been given au- 
thority to appoint delegates, and is 
urging the necessity for the conference 
and the importance of every public- 
spirited negro in the state attending. 

In addressing a patriotic meeting 
recently 
said that he was “intensely interested 
that the colored people should do their 
bit to aid our beloved country on its 
entrance into the terrible war for de- 
mocracy. It may be generally not 


+ known, but it is a fact that among the 


millions of allies today in the trenches 
in Hurope, are more than a million from 
Africa, the West Indies and the United 
States. I am a director of the Colored 
American Society for. the Relief of 
French War Orphans, which is trying 
to raise funds for the widows and or- 
shans of — negroes with the 
rench armies. 

“The governor of the State of Georgia 
has called upon you to meet in the city 
of Macon on May 25 and show to the 
world what the negroes of Geo a pro- 
pose to do to relieve this food situa- 
tion.

Overloaded with orders is the condi- 
tion of the leading iridustries, yet dis- 
tribution of the more commonplace 
commodities evidences the existence of 
irregularity plus some conservatism. 
Preaching of the necessity for economy 
restricts trade in seasonable fabrics, 
but even so, the undercurrents seem to 
be toward improvement, distributive 
trade apparently aiming to get its sec- 
ond wind. Indeed, wherever the 
weather has been favorable, retail 


trade in general hak’ picked up, and, 
quite N hysterical buying of 
foodstuffs to hoard against imaginary 
potential shortage has subsided, but not 
before consumers upbid prices against 
themselves. Incidentally, the inordi- 


certain commodities that were not sup- 
posed to be in existence, while at the 
same time overworked speculative ef- 
forts seem to have come to a pause for 
the time being at least. But because of 
the prolonged cold spell, ‘retailers’ 
stocks of wearing apparel are heavy, 
trade running to 
jobbers is conspicuous by its absence, 
and some; reports indicate that manu- 
facturers of women’s wear, as well as 
dressmakers, have cut down ‘their 
forces. It is evident that luxuries are 
going to be eschewed for the more 
staple commodities, and it also is equal- 
ly apparent that overbuying of food- 
stuffs by individuals who will not use 
the supplies for months to come is like- 
ly to react in circumscribed demand 
next month. Despite the various halt- 
ing factors, retail dealers have not can- 
celed orders heretofore placed, conced- 
edly because it is known that replace- 
ments cannot be made save at much 
higher levels, and wholesale trade for 
fail account seems to ‘be growing quite 
well. Government buying ‘stands out 
prominently. Improvement is reflected 
in crop reports, the winter-wheat situ- 
ation having been retrieved in a rather 
marked way, and large areas are going 
into spring-planted crops. Industrial 
operations in the leading lines are be- 
ing pushed to the utmost allowed by 
capacity and the supply of labor—=iron, 
steel, lumber, shipbuilding, machine 
tools and textiles standing in the fore- 
front. Government buying has speeded 
up the textile industry, while also be- 
ing responsible for renewed activity in 
the making of munitions of war. La- 
bor, except in building lines, is scarce, 
the effects of enlistments are being felt, 
and wages keep on rising, while strikes, 
though happily isolated, are numerous. 
Cotton mill hands have secured the fifth 
successive advance since the great war 
began. Transportation facilities are\in- 
adequate and hamper the movement of 
bulk commodities, insufficiency in this 
respect being strikingly felt in the coal 
trades. While new financial enterprises 
are held in abeyance pending the coun- 
try-wide drive to make the überty 
loan” a success, the stock market mani- 
fests. a firmer undertone on hurried 
short covering. Money is firmer and 
oollections are fair to good. Bank 
clearings run about one-fifth above 
those of last year, while being 80 per 
cent larger than two years ago. 

The gradual improvement in weather 
conditions is reflected in more favorable 
crop reports, and while the season is 
still backward, the outlook has percept- 
ibly improved throughout wide areas.
